In the Convocation Hall of the 
Royal Victoria College, on Thursday 
cvcniu( M. A.'dc la Pradelle, Pro- 
fessor of International Law at the 
University of Paris, gave a most in- 
teresting leci ure on "French Litera- 
ture and the War." before the Alli- 
ance Française. Some of the ques- 
tions discussed by him were: 

"Will a new France emerge from 
the melting pol of tho war? What will 
be. the war's Influence on French lit- 
erature'.' Those who have gone out to 
right will never bo forgotten. Tho war 
has as great an influence on the novel 
as on poetry. Many young writers arc 
in military service, and will produce a 
new kind of literature, which will be 
more realistic and less temperamental. 

The most prominent officers are 
often the literary men of the first 
rank, and Ihe sacrifice of their lives 
would call forth noble French elegies. 
Of those who have been killed, 
Charles Pegrcy, of whose influence as 
a writer too much canuot be said, de- 
serves special mention. 

So far, the war has been the in- 
spiration of Iwo novels, "Veileo des 
Armes," by Mme. Marcelle Tinceyre, 
and I lie "Sens do la Mori," by 51. Paul 
llourgct. Hut journalism has reflect- 
ed the new period more than any oth- 
er form of literature. In tho short, 
brilliant pages or the journalist, we 
see the true picture of tbc war. 

The lecturer rend several selections 
from M. Henri Ilavcdarl, 31. Jean 
Richepin, and M. Henri Bordeaux. 
Tho portrait or Gen. Joffrc by Riche- 
pin was a vivid one, and aroused much 
enthusiasm and applause from the 
audience.

"Hello, Mickie !" 
"Hello, Cap!" 

This is the common Interchange of 
greetings between members of tho 
First Universities Company at the 
front, and Capt. Grcgor Uarclay, Arts 
'06, Law '08, who left In command of 
the. company and is now a lieutenant, 
according to Pte. Willard McLcllnu, ot' 
Vancouver, B.C., who has been in- 
valided homo and was a caller at the 
McGill Union yesterday- Pte. McLel- 
lan left Canada with tho First Univer- 
sities Company and had his left eye I 
put oiit by a German bullet in the 
trenches on October 11 last. He Is a 
student of McGill B. C. College. 

Pte. McLellan pays a high tribute i 
to the sterling qualities of Capt. Bar- j 
clay, who is absolutely beloved by all 
his men. 

"He is not an officer," said .McLel- 
lan, "but simply a man—a good, kind- 
hearted, noble fellow. He is the most 
popular man in the P.P.C.L.l., and re- 
spected by both Ihe veterans aud t'uo 
newer men- He is called 'Cap' by 
ever} body, and knows the nickname of 
all the men uiufor his command. 
After going lo France, the First Uni- 
versities Company vas split up among 
those of the P.P.C.L.l. already there, 
and Captain Barclay had only sixtec " 
of his old men under him." 

When Oie FirsL Universities Com- 
pany crossed lo France, il was for ten 
days, stationed at Boulogne through à 
mix-up in orders, according to Pte. 
McLellan. At the end of that period it 
was sent forward to join the lUincestl 
Pats at Erquinghon, two ailles from 
Armeiitlcrcs, where the unit was then 
in rest camp. On August 2 the com- 
pany went, into support trenches. It 
was at (his time that Pte. W. R. fvia- 
ter, Scl. 'IS, was killed. Lester was a 
member of a working parly running a 
cart with lumber lo the support 
trenches. The Germans had machine 
guns playing on this road, and they 
suddenly opened ffro. Tho other mem- 
bers of the party scattered and es- 
caped, though several had close 
shaves. Lester, however, was slow in 
moving and was struck by a bullet in 
the neck. A smaller man standing In 
front of him was not touched. 

On August 2S, the Universities Com- 
pany went into rest camp at Erquin- 
ghon, and there a series of brigade 
sporls was run off. In the meantime 
the Second Universities Company ar- 
rived.

On September 17, tho P.P.C.L.l. 
were moved by train to Amiens and 
thence up the. valley Somme lo a point 
east of Bray-sur-Somme, just at the 
centre of the French and British line. 
It was rumored that this point had 
been selected for a drive, but it (Ills 
was the case it failed to come off. The 
Pats suffered a number ot casualties 
while in this neighborhood. Pte. Mc- 
Lellan was himself wounded on Oct. 
11 at. dawn when peeping over the 
parapet. He has since been In hospi- 
tal at Rouen, at London and at Sborn- 
cliffc. The Canadians are very hishly 
thought of and very well treated both 
in Kngland and in France, he stales. 

Pte. McLellan brings back several

Cabinet Ministers to Speak To-Night 



'HO*. SIR GEORGE ELLAS FOSTER, 
i Minister of Trade und Commerce. 

The Hon. Sir George K. Foster Is a 
I native of County Carlcton, New 
Brunswick, and a graduate of Ibe 
University ot New Brunswick, of 
Edinburgh University, and of Heid- 
elberg. For several years after 
graduation, Sir George was en- 
gaged in the profession of leaching, 
and finally became professor of 
classics in the University of New 
Brunswick. Resigning from I his 
post, be entered upon an extended lcc- 
lure lour of Canada and the United 
States, speaking chiefly on beiiair of 
temperance and prohibition. In 1 bSJ 
he eutcrcd the House of Commons as 
an Independent Conservative, sitting 
for King's. Since 1904 he has sat for 
North Toronto. Sir George held of- 
fice successively as Minister of Mn- 
rine and Fisheries and Minister of Fi- 
nance in the Macdonald Administra- 
tion and as Minister of Finance in the 
Abbott, Thompson. Bowcll aud Tupper 
Administrations. When the Borden 
Administration came into power in 
October, 1911, Sir George was appoint- 
ed Minister of Trade and Commerce. 
He Is one of the best debaters in the 
House, icd is an able speaker. - 
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This evening the Annual 
Dinners of two of the Faculties 
of the University are lo be 
held. The Medical Dinner, per- 
haps the more pretentious ot 
tho two functions, will be held 
in the ballroom of the Ritz- 
Carlton Hotel at 7.«0 p.m. 
sharp, and all those attending 
are asked to bo on time. The 
guest of honor at this affair 
will be Sir George B. Foster. 
Minister of Trade and Com- 
merce of the Dominion, and 
members of the Faculty and ot 
the medical profession will be 
among Ihe other speakers. 

The Law Dinner will be hold 
at the Place Vigor Hotel at 8 
o'clock sharp. The Hon. C. J. 
Doherty, Minister of Justice, 
will be the guest of honor, and 
other speakers will be Sir Wil- 
liam Peterson, F. E. Meredith, 
K.C.Î P.. Gencst, president of 
the Junior Bar; Dean Lee, and 
many other eminent members 
of the Bench aud Bar. 



IIOX. CHARLES 3. HO HE HIT, 
Minister of Justice. 

The Hon. Mr. Doherty Is a native or 
Montreal, and a son of the late Marcus 
Doherty. Ho was educated at the 
Christian Brothers' School in this 
city, at St. Mary's (Jesuit) College, 
and at McGill, where ho look the de- 
gree of B.C.L. In 187(1. The Hon. Mr. 
Doherty also attended St. Fruncois 
Navler College in New York, and re- 
ceived the honorary degree of LL.D. 
from the University of Ottawu in 1895, 
For many years he was in practice of 
his profession in this city, being al 
the same time Professor of Civil and 
International Daw In the Faculty or 
Law at McGill. From 1S91 to 1906 
he -was a Justice ot tho Superior 
Court. Province of Quebec, and since 
1908 has sat in the House of Com- 
mons for St. Ann'?. Montreal, lie. has 
been Minister of Justice for tho Do- 
minion since the defeat or tho Laurier 
Administration in .1911. The Hon. Mr. 
Doherty hns had military experience 
as a Captain in the (iiîtb Regiment of 
Militia, and Is now ou the retired list. 
Ho served through the North-West 
Rebellion with the detachment iront 
the 65th Regiment. \

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Do It Now 



There arc men in the business world— in the professional 
world— who fail to realize the satisfaction of achievement. These 
may be conveniently divided into two distinct classes. The first, 
the men who answer the description, "the less they have to do the 
Jess of it they do." They are either too indifferent to appreciate 
opportunity and responsibility, or too lazy to exert themselves if 
• they do. Then there is the second class, the men who are con- 
tinually complaining that they have4oo much to do and at the 
same time spending most of the day complaining. These men are 
so awe-impressed with the amount of the things they ought to do 
that in consequence they do nothing. 

Unfortunately, neither of these types is entirely absent from 
the collegiate world. There are some men in college who have 
little or nothing to do between now and Easter, and yet they will 
not do that little. On the other hand, many men are worrying 
now about the things they have to do— and when Easter vacation 
comes, will still be worrying because those same things are not 
done. 

The world to-day is demanding an active imagination ; there 
is no room for the idle dreamer. Achievement demands fore- 
thought, but it comes not to the man who is addicted to useless 
and profitless worrying. 

If you belong to either of these classes, acquire the right men- 
tal habits. Assume the correct mental attitude. And "do it 
now." 




When President Butler, of Columbia University, stated in his 
annual report that the students of the Pulitzer School of Journal- 
ism were inadequately prepared in the English branches, and 
seemed woefully ignorant of those things with which an educated 
man should be familiar, the Philadelphia Public Ledger asked sev- 
eral professors in other colleges for their views of the conditions 
and the causes. Prof. James Melvin Lee, director of the Depart- 
ment of Journalism of New York University, has made the follow- 

; ing interesting and suggestive contribution to the discussion: 

"Instead of being shocked by President Butler's words about 

I 'the utter worthlessness, judged by lasting results, of a large part 
of the work done, or supposed to be done, in the preparatory 

: schools and colleges,' I am surprised that students in these educa- 

' tional institutions do so well under the circumstances. When I 
was in preparatory school, and later at college, it seemed to me 
that every instructor thought he was the only teacher the institu- 
tion had — at least the length of the lesson to be prepared for the 
next recitation gave this impression. When one looks at the 
crowded curriculum of the modem high school, one must wonder 
how the student manages to get even a smattering of so many 
subjects . 

"The shocking ignorance of Biblical allusions in English litera- 
ture on the part of those who profess to know something of liter- 
ary history, and to have studied it, cannot, it seems to me, be 
placed upon the desk of the schoolmaster. The blame should be 
put on the doorstep of the American home. Less and less is the 
American mother gathering her children about her on a Sunday 
afternoon telling them Bible stories. The disappearance of the 
morning prayers with which the family of yesterday began the 
day's work has stopped the reading of the Scripture at the family 

I altar. (The Wall Street Journal once had an exceptionally able édi- 
torial on this subject.) Only the other day a New York minister, 

\ who has grown gray in the service of his Master, complained to 
me that when he made pastoral calls he was no longer invited to 
read the Scripture and to offer a word of prayer; instead, he was 
entertained at a pink tea or something of the sort. What has 
become of the old family Bible that used to have a firm place on 
the sitting-room table? Let us render unto the schools and col- 
leges the things that belong there and unto the homes the things 

t that belong there. 

"The thing which most interests me of all those you have! 
brought to my attention is the assertion about 'the very limited j 
vocabulary of those who have been receiving systematic instruc 
tion for a number of years, and who arc popularly supposed to 
have been led to read at least some of the great masters of Eng- 
lish style.' Personally I cannot help feeling that if some good daily 
newspaper had been substituted for some of these 'great masters 
of English style,' the English of our students would be better. 
Whatever faults the academic and pedantic critic may attribute to 
newspaper English, the fact still remains that it is almost invar- 
iably clear, and usually forcible. On the other hand, even the 
greatest master of the English tongue has fifty-seven varieties of 
interpretations of his words. If you doubt the truth of such an 
assertion, consult the annotated editions of his works. Teachers 
of English in the high schools— especially in the West, where the 
newspaper has been more extensively used as a text-book in the

LECTURE SHEETS. 
(The Sheaf ) 
It is a fact generally admitted that 
tbe necessity for taking notes lessens 
the value of a lecture. It is impos- 
sible for a student to take down every- 
thing that the lecturer says, and in 
his endeavor to get the important 
points be very often loses the thread 
of the argument. He has no time for 
revision, and as a result he leaves the 
class room with a fair synopsis of 
what the professor has said, but with 
a quite hopeless jumble in his own 
mind. 

Moreover, hurried note-taking is a 
notorious spoiler of handwriting. It 
has been said Uint it takes at leust 
two years after graduation before one 
can bring it back to the original clear- 
ness. 

If such is the case, would it not be 
possible to have the lecture sheets 
printed and sold to the students at 
cost ? in some universities lecture 
notes are carefully prepared and 
printed in pamphlet form. These have 
been greatly appreciated. Perhaps it 
would not be wise, and certainly it 
would not bo necessary to start this 
way. Tbe courses of study are chang- 
ing so often in n :.c*\ university liko 
ours that it would o expensive. 
6ut this uecd nut o un excuse 

for having no sort i .re sheets at 
all. Each instructo. .., gut make u 
synopsis of his course and have small 
typewritten copies made, with blans 
sheets for any small extra notes which 
the student might care to make him- 
self. His hearers would then have 
time to enjoy the lecture and get clear 
Ideas of it In their own minas. 

THE SEW MAJOH SrORT. 
(Dally Palo Alto.) 

Basketball Is a major sport, and tho 
eighty or more men who will be out 
for the big indoor game this season 
will bave a chance id acquire a block 
"S." This latest step in the history 
of basketball marks the rapid advance 
of tbe game at Stanford since Its be- 
ginning In the spring of 1913, when a 
small group of men worked out their 
schedule and entered contests without 
student body support- Somo of these 
men are still in college, and have been 
able to watch the growth or tUcir fa- 
vorite sport from infancy to major 
sport standing. 

The advance is merited. For tiara, 
dean work there are few games on 
the athletic calendar that excel it, 
and It deserves recognition as one or 
Stanford's five big sports. Interest lu 
the game on the part of players and 
spectators has been growing continu- 
ally, and major sport standing gives 
tho final stimulus to make it one of 
the most popular sports.

YPRES AND THE CLOTH HALL 



Things Theatrical 



(By Q. W, Coopland, in the Manches- 
ter Guardian.) 

(The decision of Sir John French to 
take as his title "Lord French of 
Vprcs" gives an added Interest to this 
account, by the Lecturer in Mediaeval 
History at Liverpool University, or tho 
character and past of a town whose 
name w ill for all time recall aomc of 
the finest episodes in the history of 
the British army-) 



Under date of June 24, \2SÔ, in Uie 
municipal accounts of Vines, wo have 
a list of expenses headed: "TUls is 
what Jehans Brun has given for ma- 
terial of the new Hall and for other 
moneys that ho gave by command of 
the eschevins in the year of the In- 
carnation. 1285," At this time, when 
it was proposed to extend and com- 
plete the Hull begun moro than eighty 
years earlier, tho city of Yprcs was 
near ing the flood-tide of its prosperity 
and importance. It had Ions occupied 
a foremost position in that great 
group of towns extending from Douai 
to Tongres which was occupied In the 
woollen trade. The ancient textile In- 
dustry of the Low Countries, already 
Important In the days of Charlemagne, 
had with tho establishment of compar- 
ative security in the settling down of 
the feudal society and with the de- 
velopment of the sea commerce of 
Bruges become a manufacture for tho 
markets of Europe and bordering 
lands. Tho antecedent growth or com- 
merce that enabled an industry to ex- 
tend far beyond the limits set by the 
home demands of Flanders, Brabant, 
and Hainault offers a close parallel 
with tho story of our own industrial 
revolution, and we are indeed dealing 
with a mediaeval Lancashire to which 
Bruges was the Liverpool. 'Yprcs, 
then, became a town cnguged in all 
branches of the weaving trade, in full- 
ing, dyeing, and numerous accompany- 
ing processes. The local supply of 
raw material had at the end of tho 
thirteenth century long been Insuf- 
ficient; from Spain, Scotland, France 
and Eugland came a constant supply 
of wool, and merchants in all these 
countries were interested in the for- 
tunes of the Yprcs. 

Tho municipal organization of the 
city was a direct product of Industrial 
and commercial strength. In practice 
the government was largely aristocra- 
tic, and the names of members of a 
few great families to whose foresight 
and .munificence Ypres owed much of 
its riches recur constantly iu the lists 
of city officials. This municipal life 
found noble expression. The Middle 
Age wrote in stone for posterity some 
at least of its ideals and aspirations ; 
they are a sufficient justification. 
Yprcs, with its crowded street*, its 
swarming population, its tumultuous 
industrial life, Its settlements of for- 
eign merchants, illustrated in its ma- 
terial equipment the aims and neces- 
sities of tho time. 

At tho Cloth Hall centred tho life 
of the population, for there the fin- 
ished products of the city's crafts 
were cheeked, stored, displayed for 
sale- There the clotli was measured, 
weighed— the unscrupulous sometimes 
moistened and "loaded" their fabrics 
—the leaden seals were affixed which 
allowed the piece to go forth to the 
world guaranteed by the Corporation 
of Drapers of Yprcs. The regulations 
were strict, and the phrases, " Tou 
light," "Too narrow," occur frequent- 
ly in the lists of fines Imposed. 

From the Hall went out the "cir- 
cultors" and other officers whose 
business it was to sec that a thousaud 
minute regulations were not broken 
with impunity. In the same records, 
with cases showing the normal activ- 
ity of a municipality, those having to 
do with breaches of regulations con- 
cerning public health, weights and 
measures, adulteration, gaming and 
very nutnorous instances of the close 
control exercised over industry. There 
arc weavers who refuse lo submit 
their cloth to inspection, who begin 
work before the bell bus rung, who 
work secretly at night, who have too 
many apprentices; there arc others 
who display cloth for sale of alien 
origin bearing no stamp. 

The varied uses to which the cham- 
bers of the Hall are put show graphi- 
cally bow the life of the town is there 
focused. There are rooms for coun 



cil meetings, crossbolts and bows may 
lie stored In the belfry, and in the 
basement hall the cloth is displayed 
for sale. The space available, like 
that in the flax hall, the shambles, and 
so forth, «as distributed by lot to 
those who sold the cloths for which 
tiie city was famed; there are nearly 
200 names on the allotment roll of 
1277. Names of citizens there appear- 
ing are sometimes to be found repeal- 
ed in another connection. They ap- 
pear before the; magistrates for vari- 
ous offences committed in the Hall, 
There is the merchant who has placed 
one of his servants iu charge of his 
tall ; another who, eager to sell, has 
spread out his cloth before the stall of 
his neghbor; a third who, shameful to 
relate, has drawn away merchants to 
himself who were standing in front of 
a rival's stall. 

Tho Cloth Hall of Ypres, like many 
others of the great monuments of the 
Middle Ages, was strangely anony- 
mous- There is no mention of an I 
architect. The names of a rew ma- ' 
sons, smiths, of a worker in lead, fur- 
nish practically all we know of the 
Identity of the individuals concerned 
with this great monument. We are 
told nothing of the wages earned by 
the wicldcrs of the three thousand 3ix 
hundred ami twenty hammers which 
Matthew the smith 'had to deal with, 
or of the hundreds of workers sum- 
moned to their task by that " clock- 
cite" which weighed 130 pounds. We 
catch a glimpse of "les maîtres d'ov- 
ralsc de le ahle," who were, it would 
appear, overseers of clerks of tbe 
works and received presents in kiud. 

The characteristic features of Flem- 
ish architecture are due, In large par:, 
to tho absence of a supply of stone In 
the coast plain. The bulk of Liu ma- 
terial for the west wing was a pro- 
duet of Flemish so'J. Tho bricks and 
tiles, of which it was In the mam con- 
structed, were furnished by fifteen or 
so local contractors. A sample of the 
contracts signed has been preserved. 
John of Morchcn, citizen, of Yprcs, en- 
gages himself to deliver 74,000 paving 
tiles from bis kiln outside the Butter- 
gat o. At the end of two years the 
bricks delivered have reached a total 
of 2,04â,'J30, and more than one-tenth 
of this number of paving and roofing 
tiles respectively were required. For 
stone with which the brick shell wns 
faced the builders had to go further 
afield to the quarries o." may, :n 
Hainault, which supplied a large 
share of thelV needs. For marble, 
however, they drew upon the great 
reservoir of North-East France and 
Flanders, the famous quarries of 
Tournai, whence stone for many £tcat 
churches had been drawn by long 
teams of oxen in para days. For the 
lime required fourteen contractors are 
named- Through Nleport and Bruges 
arrived the timber from abroad— the 
beams, spars, planks of various quali- 
ties; the laths were made on the spot, 
some at least out of the casks which 
were bought for this purpose. The 
eight, smiths employed on piece- 
work wrought into shape the thou- 
sands of pounds of iron.

There are men in the business world— in the professional 
world— who fail to realize the satisfaction of achievement. These 
may be conveniently divided into two distinct classes.

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Newspaper English 



When President Butler, of Columbia University, stated in his 
annual report that the students of the Pulitzer School of Journal- 
ism were inadequately prepared in the English branches, and 
seemed woefully ignorant of those things with which an educated 
man should be familiar, the Philadelphia Public Ledger asked sev- 
eral professors in other colleges for their views of the conditions 
and the causes. Prof. James Mel vin Lee, director of the Depart- 
ment of Journalism of New York University, has made the follow- 
ing interesting and suggestive contribution to the discussion : 

"Instead of being shocked by President Butler's words about 
•the utter worthlessness, judged by lasting results, of a large part 
of the work done, or supposed to be done, in the preparatory 
schools and colleges,' I am surprised that students in these educa- 
tional institutions do so well under the circumstances. When I 
was in preparatory school, and later at college, it seemed to me 
that every instructor thought he was the only teacher the institu- 
tion had— at least the length of the lesson to be prepared for the 
next recitation gave this impression. When one looks at the 
crowded curriculum of the modern high school, one must wonder 
how the student manages to get even a smattering of so many 
subjects . 

"The shocking ignorance of Bibljcal allusions in English litera- 
ture on the part of those who profess to know something of liter- 
ary history, and to have studied it, cannot, it seems to me, be 
placed upon the desk of the schoolmaster. The blame should be 
put on the doorstep of the American home. Less and less is the 
American mother gathering her children about her on a Sunday 
afternoon telling them Bible stories. The disappearance of the 
morning prayers with which the family of yesterday began the 
day's w ork has stopped the reading of the Scripture at the family 
altar. (The Wall Street Journal once had an exceptionally able edi- 
torial on this subject.) Only the other day a New York minister, 
who has grown gray in the service of his Master, complained to' 
me that when he made pastoral calls he was no longer invited to 
read the Scripture and to offer a word of prayer; instead, he was 
entertained at a pink tea or something of the sort. What has 
become of the old family Bible that used to have a firm place on 
the sitting-room table? Let us render unto the schools and col- 
leges the things that belong there and unto the homes the things 
that belong there. 

"The thing which most interests me of all those you have 
brought to my attention is the assertion about 'the very limited 
vocabulary of those who have been receiving systematic instruc- 
tion for a number of years, and who arc popularly supposed to 
have been led to read at least sonic of the great masters of Eng- 
lish style.' Personally I cannot help feeling that if some good daily 
newspaper had been substituted for some of these 'great masters 
of English style,' the English of our students would be better. 
Whatever faults the academic and pedantic critic may attribute to 
newspaper English, the fact still remains that it is almost invar- 
iably clear, and usually forcible. On the other hand, even the 
greatest master of the English tongue has fifty-seven varieties of 
interpretations of his words. If you doubt the truth of such an 
assertion, consult the annotated editions of his works. Teachers 
of English in the high schools — especially in the West, where the 
newspaper has been more extensively used as a text-book in the

the necessity for takiug notes lesseus 
the value of a lecture. It is impos- 
sible for a student to lake down every- 
thing that the lecturer says, and iu 
hU endeavor to get the important 
points he very often loses the thread 
or the argument. He bas no time for 
revision, and as a result he leaves the 
class room with a fair s>nopsis of 
what the professor bas said, but with 
a quito hopeless jumble iu his own 
mind. 

Moreover, hurried note-taking is a 
notorious spoiler of handwriting. It 
has been said Uiat it takes at least 
two years after graduation before one 
can bring It back to the original clear- 
nets, 

If such is the case, would it not be 
possible to have too lecture sheets 
printed and sold to the students at 
cost ? In some universities lecture 
notes arê carefully prepared and 
printed In pamphlet form. These have 
been greatly appreciated, Perhaps It 
would not be w|so, and certainly it 
would nut be necessary to start tbia 
way. The courses of study are chang- 
ing so often in u uq»V university like 
ours that it would o expensive. 
But this uecd nui 
for having no sort i 
all. Each iU'Structui 
synopsis of his course und have small 
typewritten copies made, with blanr; 
sheets for any small extra notes which 
the student might care to make him- 
self. His hearers would then ba\c 
time to enjoy the lecture and get clear 
ideas of it in their own minus.

(The decision of Sir John French to 
take as his title "Lord French of 
Vpres" gives an added Interest to this 
account, by the Lecturer iu Mediaeval 
History at Liverpool University, oi'ilu- 
character and past of a town whose 
name will for all tunc recall some of 
the finest episodes in the history of 
the British army.) 
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Under date of June Ï4. 1JS5, iu the 
municipal accounts of Vpres, wc have 
a list of expenses headed: "This is 
what Jebans Brun has given lor ma- 
terial of the new Hall and fur other 
moneys that he gave by command of 
the cschevins in the year of the in- 
carnation, U'S.V At this time, when 
it was proposed to extend and com- 
plete the Hall begun more than eighty 
years earlier, the city of Ypres was 
nearing the flood-tide of its prosperity 
and importance. It had long occupied 
a foremost position in that great 
group of towns extending from Douai 
to Tongrea which was occupied iu the 
woollen trade. The ancient textile in- 
dustry of the Low Countries, already 
important In the days of Charlemagne, 
had with the establishment of compar- 
ative security in the settling down of 
the feudal society and with Ihe de- 
velopment of the iiea commerce or 
Bruges become a manufacture tor the 
markets of Europe and bordering 
lands. The antecedent growth or com- 
merce that enabled an industry to ex- 
tend far beyond the limits set by the 
home demands of Flanders, Brabant, 
and Hulnault offers a close parallel 
with the story of our own industrial 
revolution, and we are indeed dealing 
with a mediaeval Lancashire to which 
Bruges was the Liverpool. Vpres, 
then, became a town engaged in all 
branches or the weaving trade, in full- 
ing, dyciiïg, and numerous accompany- 
ing processes. The local supply of 
raw material had at the end of the 
thirteenth century long been Insuf- 
ficient: from Spain, Scotland. France 
and England came a constant supply 
of wool, and merchants in all these 
countries were interested in the for- 
tunes of the Ypres. 

The municipal organization or the 
city was a direct product ot industrial 
and commercial strength, in practice 
the government was largely aristocra- 
tie, and the names of members of a 
few great families to whose foresight 
and munificence Vpres owed much of 
its riches recur constantly iu ihe li.-as 

or city orriciais. This municipal life 

found noble expression. The Middle 
Age wrote in stone for posterity some 
at least or its ideal:; and aspirations ; 
they are a sufficient justification. 
Ypres, with its crowded streets, its 
swarming population, its tumultuous 
industrial life, Its Settlements or for- 
rign merchants, illustrated in its ma- 
terial equipment the uinu; and neces- 
sities of tbo time. 

At the Cloth Hall centred the life 
of the population, for there the fin- 
ished products of the city's crafts 
were checked, stored, displayed for 
sale- There the cloth was measured, 
weighed — the unscrupulous sometimes 
moistened aud "loaded" their fabrics 
— the leaden seals were affixed which 
allowed the piece to go forth to the 
world guaranteed by the Corporation 
of Drapers or Yprts. The regulations 
were strict, and the phrases, "Too 
light," "Too narrow," occur frequent' 
ly in the lists ur fines imposed. 

From the Hall went out the "cir- 
cultors" and other officers whose 
business It wus to sec that a thousand 
minute regulations wcro not broken 
with impunity. In the same records, 
with cases showing the normal activ- 
ity or a municipality, those having lo 
do with breaches of regulations con- 
cerning public health, weights and 
measures, adulteration, gaming and 
very numerous instances of the close 
control exercised over Industry. There 
are weavers who refuse to submit 
their cloth to inspection, who begin 
work before the bell has rung, who 
work secretly at night, who have too 
many apprentices; there nre others 
who display clolb for sale of alien 
origin bearing no stamp,

WELL-KNOWN STUDENT 
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THE RESULTS 
IN MEDICINE 



First and Second Year Results 
Posted Yesterday. 



Dr. Dabney Gives Many Con-j 
crete Examples of the Work 
That Can lie Done. 



Chicago. 111. — The municipal uni- 
versity was presented as au essential 
lea tut e lu the progressive democrati- 
zation of education to the Association 
of American Colleges iu recent ses- 
sions here by Charles W. Dabney. pre- 
sident of the Municipal University of 
Cincinnati, lu the course of his pa- 
per on "Lessons from the Municipal 
Universities for the American Col- 
leges," he said: 

"The small college has doue the 
glial work of liberal education in this 
country. It trained most of our great 
men of old. Uut these colleges never 
eoiild and never will provide the op- 
portunity for the higher education for 
all. and they scarcely touch the high- 
er professional and technical educa- 
tion. 

"But was il not a fact that the re- 
spect for learnius, bred into the pu- 
pils by these colleges, created a class 
feeling in America? Class feeling is a 
simple thing; It is merely like seeking 
like. The culture that follows sev- 
eral generations of education will do 
this even more than wealth. Democ- 
racy means an honest homogeulty, 
and such homogenity cannot be pro- 
duced unless all people have au equal 
opportunity for the higher and the 
professional education. The free pub- 
lie college and the state university 
were necessary, 1 believe, to save de- 
mocracy in America from class strati- 
ficjtiou. Our state universities are 
jur most characteristic institutions, 
and the best witnesses for our de- 
m i.:racy, 

"Uut all these, the colleges and 
state universities, cannot meet the 
needs of all our youth. Take a single 
state for illustration: My State of 
Ohio lias three stale- universities, two 
more than most stales, attended by 
S.'JOO students. There arc this year 
about L'5,000 students iu the other col- 
leges of the slate. Tho number of stu- 
dents iu these colleges has doubled in 
the last ten years, and it will un- 
doubtedly again double in the nest 
decade. 

"Iu twenty-five years ihis number 
may fairly be expected to be. at least, 
lOO.Ouv. These thousands of students 
come chiefly from the villages and 
country districts. • The cities arc 
glowing rapidly, and building ele- 
mentary and high schools for the edu- 
cation of their children. Hut how 
shall they give their youug people the 
opportunity for tho higher education? 
A few of the large cities have pri- 
vate colleges or universities located 
iu their midst. Uut what shall we do 
for the youth of the cities having no 
colleges'.' Out of 3,500 students at the 
University of Cincinnati, over 1,700 
Ufa residents of tho city. In a recent 
year only 255 college students were 
seul uway from Cincinnati to institu- 
tions of the grade of its university. An 
investigation of the financial condi- 
tion of the families of the students at 
the University of Cincinnati teaches 
that if tbc city had no college, not 
more than 500 of the students would 
be able to go away and 1,200 would be 
left at home without the higher or the 
professional education. It is evident 
then, that blessed as we are in Ohio 
with a large number of excellent col- 
leges, they could not train all the stu- 
dents of Cincinnati v»bo seek the high- 
er education. The municipal univer- 
sity was, therefore, a natural and in- 
evitable development, and marks an 
era in the growth of our educational 
system, similar lo tbc founding of the 
normal school and the state univer- 
sity." 

Dr. Dabney then dwelt upon the 
ideal of service to the city which the 
municipal university has. The devel- 
opment of tlir consciousness of scr- 
, vice, he said, corresponds to the de- 
velopment of the State Institutions. 
"Latest of all," lie declared, "the mu- 
nicipal university is born to serve, 
and. \\c hope, to save the city. Tho 
justification of ibe municipal univer- 
sity is ihc need of the eily itself.''

"We landed in rain, and It's been 
raining ever since." writes Lieut. C. 
C. Robinsou. a Victoria College man. 
who went overseas with the Fourth 
Universities Company in a letter to 
the Varsity. Lieut. Kohinson writes: 

"The Company hud n good trip 
across, being lucky in having fine 
warr. weather and fairly calm sea- 
Some otie putjin a word for us some- 
where, and iu consequence the men 
w ere all in first or second-class cabins. 
There wasn't much chance »o era any 
work on board, but a little physical 
drill and some signal practice helped 
to put in the time. One night a con- 
cert was held. The last night on 
board was interesting. We were In 
the 'danger zone.' and the ship took a 
zig-zag course so as Lo baffle any one 
observing her. As far as we knew, 
there was no escort, so orders were 
issued lo sleep on deck with our life- 
belts on. Believe me, ii was 'some' 
night. Cheney, and I went oui about 
11.45 and found a spoi where we could 
lie down. It was quite dark then, 
though the stars peeped out for a 
while later on. Of course it was im- 
possible to sleep. Only the niaBt lights 
were shown, except when wc passed 
another boat once, when the stem 
light was switched on. 

"Trying to sleep on the deck of an 
ocean liner going through the danger 
zone with visions of torpedoes and 
subs, passing before you. as you l'y lo 
shift the life-belt so as not Iu l.mk 
your back, is no way for any ho^•.es^ 
pagan to pass a comfortable night. 
There is a sort of excitement, I'll con- 
fess. Two or three men were actually 
afraid, so that they hid thcmalvrs 
away like .mud-turtles. Most of the 
night a fellow just thinks, and the 
thoughts aren't particularly frivolous. 
Five o'clock came none too soon, and ', 
we beat it inside and flopped into our 
bunks for an hour. A few amusing 
things happened though. One offic-r. 
coming out of a door to make L,is 
rounds, shoved a couple of men aiong 
the deck as he pushed the door open. 
They in turn disturbed others, and 
the air was blue for a few minutes, 
while the officer learned some new 
names. Another officer was disturbed 
iu turn by a passer-by. who nearly 
planed the end of his nose off as he 
swung his boot o\cr the officer's face. 

Quartered In Huts< 

"Wo landed in rain, and it's been 
raining ever since. From Plymouth toi 
Shorncliffe is a long, tedious journey, 
especially when wet and hungry and 
no grub obtainable. A two-mile marcli 
from Ihc station brought us to camp. 
We live in huts— galvanized iron lined 
wiib hoards. Tbc officers arc pretty 
comfortable, and tho men would be, 
too, except that at present they are a! 
bit crowded. The grub is good, and 
wo are quite near Folkestone, which 
is convenient. 

"Mitchcner, Cheney and I spent our 
Christinas leave In London, which In I 
sure some burf It is simply- teeming 
with interest wherever one goes. 
There is something to attract every 
disposition, from the British Museum 
to the East End, or the Gaiety to I 
Westminster Abbey. There were 
crowds of Boldlers in town, many of' 
them Canadians. Occasionally wo 
would see one just back from Hip 
trenches covered with mud and wear- 
ing one of the piebald fur jacks they 
arc furnished with. 

"I heard rather a good story of a 
Canadian who had just read an epi- 
taph on a gravestone, 'Here sleeps 
John Thompson, aged 22, etc.. etc.,' 
and chalked up, so that all could read 
It. 'Woke up— your King and Country 
.Need Von.' 

"The Battalion here is quite full 
now. but when things open up inj.ho 
spring and many of us have gone to 
fill the gaps in the 'Pats' or 'Black 
Devils.' or some other regiment, more 
Varsity men will be noeded to form a 
reserve here, close at hand."
